Educators see the world

Teachers in the western 
Wayne County area became 
students for a day at a recent 
USA Today/Delta Air Lines in- 
ternational geographic educa- 
tion orientation program in 
Wayne. 

USA Today and Delta offi- 
cials presented curriculum 
which meets the new National 
Assessment Standards for ge- 
ography. The program, Geo- 
graphic Connections, 
sponsored by Delta World Ad- 
venture, has a strong focus on 
parent and family involvement 
in education. 

The program includes 
teacher and student curricu- 
lum for grades four through 
eight. It will be distributed to 
3,000 middle schools during 
the 1992-93 school year and an- 
other 4,000 middle schools, in- 
cluding 500 abroad, in the 
1993 94 school year. 

In addition to the curricu- 
lum, each participating school 
will receive a video produced 
by CNN Newsroom on the im- 
plementation of the program. 
“USA Today is committed to 


addressing the changing needs 
of the American education sys- 
tem/* said Tom Curley, presi- 
dent and publisher of USA 
Today. “This program is the 
first step by challenging stu- 
dents in the field of geography 
around the world/’ 

Delta officials hope to gen- 
erate enthusiasm from educa- 
tors and students by “bringing 
the excitement of geography 
discovery to the children of 
America/’ according to Whit 
Hawkins, Delta president and 
chief operating officer. 

“As a global air carrier, 
Delta understands the impor- 
tance of the geographic cul- 
tural, environmental and 
political differences in our 
world,” Hawkins said. 

Teachers gathered at the 
Wayne County Regional Ser- 
vice Agency for the presenta 
tion. Individuals who 
participated in the local area 
included: Patricia 
Montgomery- Wayne/Westland 
(Adams Junior High School); 
Kevin Schaum - Wayne/ 
Westland (Franklin Junior 
High School); John Partain- 
Wayn e/Westland (Marshall Ju- 
nior High School); Sandy 


Black- Wayne/Westland (Stev- 
enson Junior High School); 
Kirk Spangler and Jerry Cook- 
Belleville (South Middle 
School); Bob LaChance- 
Romulus (Romulus Junior 
High School) and Martha 
Petroski-Inkster (Blanchette 
Middle School). 

Ruth Nolder, educational 
services representative for 
USA Today in Detroit, ignited 
the interest of the teachers by 
providing a hands-on demon- 
stration of how to implement 
Geographic Connections in the 
classroom. 

“We try to provide several 
tools to help you with the les- 
son plan,” Nolder said. “One 
lesson which definitely en- 
courages the students to be 
creative is having them de- 
scribe what their own country 
would look like. 

“They could tell you what is 
around the country and it 
doesn’t have to be water. They 
could also tell you the name of 
their country.” 

Students could be placed in 
teams for this project, accord 
ing to Nolder. The shape and 
design of flag would also be 
created by the students. 


City legal chief readies 
anti-explosion lawsuit

Romulus legal officials be- 
gan collecting depositions 
Wednesday in preparation for 
a battle with Wayne County re- 
garding the recent Metro Air- 
port demolition training 
sessions conducted within city 
limits. 

The city obtained deposi- 
tions from civilian county em- 
ployees and a sergeant in the 
County Sheriffs Department. 
County officials took deposi- 
tions from Mayor Beverly 
McAnally, Police Chief Fred 
Dansby and a police officer 
earlier. 

The unannounced explo- 
sions caused some residents, 
including McAnally, to fear 
that a plane had crashed at 
Metro Airport 

City Attorney Barry Seifman 
filed “cease and desist” suits 
against Wayne County Execu- 
tive Director Ed McNamara 
and County Sheriff Robert 
Ficano on Jan. 6 at the County 
Circuit Court in Detroit. 

The hearing is slated for 9 
a.m. Jan. 22 before Judge Phi- 
llip J. Jourdan. 

McAnally and other city of- 
ficials became incensed when 
Metro Airport security chiefs 
conducted an explosives de- 
tection and detonation pro- 
gram at several sites in the 
city.

The training programs were 
conducted inside otherwise 
vacant homes that Wayne 
County had purchased and 
slated for demolition in prepa- 
ration for Metro Airport ex- 
pansion. 

McAnally complained on 
Jan. 4 that the city was not 
properly informed by Wayne 
County. 

The next day, Metro Airport 
Deputy Operations Director 
Dan Kerber stated that the 
county informed both Dansby 


and Romulus Fire Chief Will- 
iam Greenslait of the training 
program plans well in ad- 
vance. 

Greenslait said he received 
a call from “someone at the 
airport about a month before,” 
but said the gist of his knowl- 
edge was the vacant homes 
“would be torn down, not 
blown up.” 

Dansby admitted being in- 
formed by the county and actu- 
ally was at the site of one of the 
blasts on Jan. 4. 

When asked when the 
mayor first learned of the 
planned blasts, Dansby said “I 
guess Monday (Jan. 4).” 

The mayor revealed on Jan. 
6 that she personally went to 
the scene of one of the demoli- 
tion sites and stood near the 
vacant home and shouted at 
the county agents to halt their 
exercise. 

They conceded to the 
mayor’s demands and left the 
scene with their explosives. 

Kerber initially expressed 
surprise that the blasts be- 
came such an issue in Ro- 
mulus. He explained that 
similar exercises were held a 
year ago at Willow Run Airport 
and there was no concern ex- 
pressed from municipal offi- 
cials. 

McAnally retorted “I don’t 
care what they do in Willow 
Run. I do care what happens in 
Romulus.” 


Teacher buyouts due in March

The Romulus Community 
School District has negotiated 
a severance plan that would 
allow many veteran teachers 
to leave the district with a sub- 
stantial severance payment. 

Dr. Terrel M. LeCesne, assis- 
tant school superintendent for 
administrative services, said 
98 percent of district teachers 
would be eligible for such a 
buyout. 

LeCesne said the agreement 
negotiated with the Wayne 
County Education Association 
(WC/MEA) is available to 
teachers who currently are 
employed by the district and 
are at the top of their salary 
schedule. 

Superintendent of Schools 
Dr. William Bedell said, “I am 
quite pleased with this win- 
dow of opportunity to not only 
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I am quite pleased 
with this window of 
opportunity to not 
only reduce costs, 
but more importantly 
to possibly be able 
to bring is some 
new teachers with 
fresh ideas and 
approaches to 
complement our 
more experienced 
staff. 


reduce costs, but more iijpor- 
tantly to possibly be able to 
bring in some new teachers 
with fresh ideas and ap- 


proaches to complement our 
more experienced staff.” 

The Romulus School Dis- 
trict has been limited in the 
hiring of new teachers due to a 
large recall list of previously 
laid off teachers, he said. 

According to the severance 
incentive plan, LeCesne re- 
ported, if less than seven 
teachers leave between March 
1 and March 24 of this year, 
they would receive a one-time 
payment of $6,000. 

If that buyout number 
ranges from seven to 14, that 
payment increases to $10,000. 
If 15 to 19 teachers agree to 
leave the district, the payment 
grows to $12,000 each and if 20 
or more retire, the payment 
reaches $15,000. 

The plan was devised to 
lower district teacher person- 
nel costs and open the door to 
new teachers at a lower salary, 
LeCesne said.

The league plans to in- 
crease involvement in Lansing 
this year, Goodman said, but to 
do it needs at least one local 
representative from each mu- 
nicipality to get involved. 

“Members of this select 
group will work with the 
league’s professional staff to 
boost the effectiveness of our 
municipal advocacy program,” 
Goodman continued. 

Local governmental repre- 
sentativess will receive the 
Legislative Bulletin, Environ- 
mental Impact and other spe- 
cial legislative information. 

They are to promptly review 
the publications, identify is- 
sues affecting their community 
and confirm that the informa- 
tion is disseminated to appro- 
priate officials for action. 

The representatives will 
also join in a special legisla 
tive briefing twice a year. The 
first will be the day before the 
league legislative conference 
and the other will be in Au- 
gust. 

Representatives also will be 
asked to involve other munici- 
pal officials in various legisla- 
tive matters. 


Golf course study approved 

A study of the feasibility of 


an 18 hole, city-owned golf 
course was approved Monday 
night by members of the 
Romulus City Council. 

The council approved a 
request for Mayor Beverly 
McAnally and City Clerk Linda 
Choate to enter into an agree- 
ment with Bills/Childs Associ- 
ates for the review of a 
potential 335 acre golf course- 
residential land proposal in an 
area surrounded by Merriman, 
Van Born, and Beverly roads 
and bordered by vacant land 
on the remaining side. 

The consultants are 


expected to determine 
whether the golf course is 
located and routed in the best 
interest of the city of Romulus, 
to review a market analysis 
dated September 1992 for 
development of a golf course 
on the site by Wayne County 
Parks and to prepare a cost 
estimate for the development 
of the golf course. 

The firm also was asked to 
prepare a five-year income 
and operations projection 
using these estimated costs, 
which will provide the city 
with a base for decision mak- 
ing on financing such a 


project. 

Fees for this study are 
based on an $80 an hour rate 
and should not exceed $1,600, 
according to the contract. 

The city is also considering 
an alternate golf course site in 
the area of Wick and Cogswell 
roads. 

In an unrelated action, the 
city council me m b e r s 
approved a typewriter mainte- 
nance agreement with Michi- 
gan Business Machines of 
Southfield at an hourly rate of 
$ 34 . 50 . 

The Southfield firm was the 
lowest of eight bidders. 


Decision nears 
on water rates

A final decision on increas- 
ing city water and sewer rates 
and updating ordinances per- 
taining to both will be consid- 
ered Jan. 25 by the Romulus 
City Council members. 

The City Council scheduled 
two public study sessions in re- 
cent weeks following the re- 
ceipt of letters from the state 
Department of Natural Re- 
sources warning that if such 
updates were not made, Ro- 
mulus could be precluded 
from future grant distribu- 
tions. 

Mayor Beverly McAnally 
strongly told the council Mon- 
day night that “development of 
this community could be se- 
verely hampered if we are red- 
lined out of any future grant 
proposals particularly with 
President-elect Bill Clinton 
about to take office.” 

McAnally said the city is 
now preparing paperwork in 
anticipation of any infrastruc- 
ture programs pushed by the 
Clinton administration. 

City Finance Director L. 
Donovan McGuire told the 
council members that he once 
again received a call from Ro- 
bert M. Schneider of the DNR 
asking if the council had acted 
on the fee hikes and ordinance 
update. 


McGuire tried to obtain ac 
tion on the proposals Monday 
night, but Councilman Jimmie 
Raspberry' said, “I need to di- 
gest what you have already di- 
gested, before I can vote on the 
matter.” 

Two council members, 
Randy Gear and William Wad- 
sworth. were absent from the 
meeting Monday 

The DNR is pressing Ro- 
mulus to hike water and sewer 
rates so that the fees pay the 
annual costs. In recent years, 
Romulus has seen a deficit 
caused by the lower rates and 
made up the difference from 
the city budget general fund. 

“Failure to comply with the 
approved user charge system 
could cause termination or an- 
nulment of the subject grant,” 
the DNR wrote last year. 

The issue of illegal taps into 
the sewer lines in Romulus 
was not discussed at the sec- 
ond study session Monday. 

The earlier session on Jan. 4 
witnessed a request by Rasp- 
berry for the investigation of 
such illegal taps, which he 
claimed were costing the city 
thousands of dollars every 
year. 

McAnally said that she was 
not sure exactly how to un- 
cover such illegal taps, and 
was not willing to spend 
$60,000 or more for such an ef- 
fort. 


Trucking company 
owes city $55,000

While the city of Romulus 
has yet to be notified officially 
of the Chapter 11 bankruptcy 
procedure filed by Jones 
Transfer Co., City Treasurer 
James Napiorkowski reveals 
the firm still owes Romulus 
more than $35,000. 

The Monroe-based firm that 
has property and more than a 
dozen employees in Romulus, 
closed its doors just prior to 
the Christmas holidays and 
laid off 900 employees in Mich- 
igan and four other states. 

Reportedly the Chapter 11 
papers were filed Dec. 30, 1992 
on behalf of both Trans Jones 
Inc. (the holding company) and 
Jones Transfer (the trucking 
operations). 

Initial reports fail to list any 
debt to Romulus. Conse- 
quently, Napiorkowski said he 
will have to contact the federal 
bankruptcy court and Trans 
Jones officials to find out “why 
Romulus is not listed as a 
creditor.” 

The Jones Transfer filing 
shows that it has assets of 
about $13 million and lia- 
bilities of $15 million. Trans 
Jones lists assets of $13.4 mil- 


lion and $12.7 in liabilities. 

Chapter 11 of the federal 
bankruptcy code allows firms 
to resume operations under a 
payment plan worked out with 
creditor's. 

But several company offi- 
cials stated they know of no 
such plan arrangement final- 
ized as yet and the future of 
the company was described as 
“hazy.” 

Some of the main creditors 
include Ford Motor Credit 
Corp. owed about $1.9 million;! 
former owners Ralph Man- 
ausso and Robert J. Duffey 
owed $1.5 million each; as well 
as similar amounts owed to 
former executives Nicholas J. 
Carlton, Robert J. Duffey II 
and Charles G. Harrington Jr. 

Carlton, who left the com- 
pany five years ago, was 
quoted as saying he wasn’t 
shocked by the difficulties of 
the firm and “we’re all sitting 
in the dark and waiting to see 
what happens.” 

He felt the biggest enemies 
to the future of the company 
are the economy and the gen- 
eral climate of the the trucking 
industry. 

Another listed creditor is 
Trailer Leasing Co. of Wayne 
with a debt of $17,992. 


Romulus marketing 
effort is growing

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Mayor bulldozes longtime nemesis

He had to wait three years, 
but when Westland Mayor 
Robert Thomas received legal 
clearance to tear down the for 
mer Urban Cowboy Bar build 


ing, he did it himself. 

When Thomas moved into 
the mayor’s office, one of the 
first items on his agenda 
included tearing down the 
structure located at the corner 
of North Hix and Ford roads, 
which was formerly the Urban 


Cowboy Bar. 

More than six weeks ago, 
the mayor received a court 
consent order to raze the 
building. 

Last year, the mayor asked a 
crew from the local cable 
channel to go inside the build- 
ing and videotape the interior 
to be used as evidence in 
court. 

“Based on looking at the 
film, the judge gave us a clean 
consent order to tear the 
building down,” Thomas said. 
“It’s an eyesore and we have 
received hundreds of phone 
calls about the condition of the 
building. 

“It’s the first thing you see 
when you drive into Westland 
on Ford Road,” Thomas said. 
“I’m so glad to see it go.” 

Thomas claimed that city 
officials had tried for three 
years to locate the owner who 
had moved out west. Once they 
located the owner, the prop- 
erty was then turned over to 
the owner’s ex-husband which 
caused further delays, accord- 
ing to Thomas.

Last Tuesday, Thomas 
advised employees at the 
Department of Public Service 
that he wanted to tear the 
building down. 

“I just got impatient and I 
went out and tore it down,” 
Thomas said. “I said fire up 


the crew and get the equip- 
ment ready. Then I got on a 
front-end loader and began 
tearing it down. 

“I can’t tell you the pleasure 
it gave me to tear it down,” 
Thomas said. 

Within minutes the building 


was demolished and city crews 
began removing the debris. 

The total cost for the demo- 
lition of the structure was 
approximately $15,000, accord 
ing to Thomas. 

“The cost will go on the 
owner’s tax bill,” Thomas said. 


Ford pushes for 
Family Leave Act

United States Congressman 
William D. Ford wasted very 
little time getting down to 
business this week and is 
pushing for approval of the 
Family and Medical Leave 
Act. 

Ford (D-Ypsilanti Towns- 
hip), the chairman of the Com- 
mittee on Education and 
Labor, reintroduced the act 
which he said has the support 
of President-elect Bill Clinton. 

If approved, citizens will be 
guaranteed up to 12 weeks of 
unpaid leave for family mem- 
bers who need time off from 
work to care for a newborn in- 
fant, or a seriously ill child, 
spouse or parent or to recover 
from an illness themselves. 

“The Family Medical Leave 
Act will protect family values 
and America’s children,” Ford 
said. “It will make it possible 
for the working people of our 
state to provide family care 
when it is needed without fear 
of losing their jobs.” 

During the campaign last 
fall, Ford promised voters that 
the Family and Medical Leave 
Act would be at the top of his 
agenda when he returned to 
Washington D.C. in January. 
He also stated it would be the 
first successful bill to be ap- 
proved by the new Congress 
and Clinton. 

“This is an issue where the 
people of Michigan and the 
13th District are way ahead of 
the president and Congress,” 
Ford said. “They still wonder 
why the outgoing administra- 
tion refused to sign the bill 
into law. We won’t have to 
worry about another veto, 
though, because Bill Clinton 
knows our bill reflects a care- 
ful balance between the needs 
of Michigan’s families and the 


interests of our public and pri- 
vate employers. It’s fair to all,” 
Ford added. 

The 28-year-veteran of Con- 
gress is hopeful the act will re- 
ceive support from the senate. 

“I believe President Clinton 
will sign the Family and Medi 
cal leave Act into law before 
the paper stops fluttering on 
his desk,” Ford said. “This will 
be the first of many people ini- 
tiatives we’ll put before our 
new president this year.” 

The Family and Medical 
Leave Act will include: 

• Employees have the right 
up to 12 weeks a year of unpaid 
leave for the birth or adoption 
of a child, to care for a seri- 
ously ill child, to care for a se- 
riously ill spouse or parent 
and for an employee’s own se- 
rious illness. 

• Employees must be reins- 
tated to the same or equivalent 
position, with the continuation 
of pre-existing health insur- 
ance during the period of 
leave. 

• Employers having fewer 
than 50 employees are exempt 
from coverage. 

• To be eligible for leave, an 
employee must have worked 
for the employer for at least 
one year and at least 1,250 
hours in the previous 12 
months. 

• A doctor’s certification 
must be obtained to verify a 
serious illness. 

• Certain key employees are 
exempt from coverage of the 
act. A key employee is defined 
as one who receives a salary in 
the top 10 percent of the work- 
force and whose leave would 
cause economic harm to the 
employer. 

• Length of unpaid leave re- 
quired in the bill could be off- 
set by appropriate paid leave 
offered by an employer, in- 
cluding paid vacation leave.

An international student ex- 
change program is seeking lo- 
cal sponsor families, an area 
organizer said.

Elkins was also close with 
his cousin, Carrie, who is 4 
years old. 

“His uncle’s 4-year-old 
daughter calls Jeff her older 
brother,” Schoonover said. 
“He loved to just sit on the 
floor and play with her for 
hours.” 

Although Elkins’ friends are 
not sure how his father is han- 
dling the situation, they think 
he is beginning to accept that 
he mav never see his son 


again. 

“It seems like his dad has 
accepted it,” Schoonover said. 
“It is as though time has caught 
up with him and he realizes it 
could be six more months or 
more before we find out 
anything.” 

But Schoonover is deter- 
mined to find his friend. 

“The idea that I might never 
see him again hasn’t crossed 
my mind,” Schoonover said. 
“Sooner or later whether it is 
tomorrow, a week, a month or a 
year, they will find somethin?.”

If coach Mike Schuette and 
the Westland John Glenn 
Rockets can win the rest of 
their games with the ease they 
won their first two of the new 
year, they probably won’t be 
complaining. 

The Westland team shook 
off their kinks in the second 
half and outscored visiting 
Ann Arbor Huron 16-4 en 
route to a 57-47 victory Tues- 
day over the River Rats in 
their first appearance after 
the holidays.

Help wanted 

Hundreds apply for township job

Job applications stacked to 
the third floor don’t surprise 
employers anymore. But hun- 
dreds of resumes for a towns- 
hip assignment? You bet. 

“These days we get that 
many applications for a (po- 
lice) dispatcher’s position," 
said David Medley, Canton 
personnel analyst. “I’m not 
shocked to see so many people 
shooting for a job. It must be a 
sign of the economy.” 

Medley said township merit 
commission officials recently 
approved a request by the mu- 
nicipal services department 


for an information coordina- 
tor. The job calls for some type 
of media background, knowl- 
edge of building permits and 
law interpretation, presenta- 
tion skills and a variety of sim- 
ilar aptitudes related to the 
public information and con 
struction fields. 

“I’m thinking of someone 
who has gone through the pro- 
cess of helping the community 
understand something that 
they know very little about," 
Medley added. 

Medley’s staff put together a 
job description and an- 
nounced the opening officially 
in early December through lo- 
cal classified ads. The re- 


sponse was tremendous. 
Within days the department 
was flooded with applicants 
from around the state. 

Candidates face rigorous 
screening, plus role playing 
scenarios before the process 
really gets rolling. 

Apparently not everyone, 
Medley added, thoroughly 
read the newspaper advertise- 
ment 

‘‘The ad," he said, “specifi- 
cally says no phone calls, yet 
we’ve received a number of 
calls. I guess you could say 
those folks can’t follow direc- 
tions very well.” 


State test scores are explained 


Each year, students in 
United States elementary and 
secondary schools take 127 
million standardize achieve 
ment tests at a cost of nearly $1 
billion, according to Scott G. 
Paris, educational psycholo- 
gist at the University of Michi- 
gan. 

All too often, however, the 
tests do not measure the ef- 
fects of educational reforms 
and innovations under way in 
the schools, and may even 
squelch them, Paris said. 

“Ironically, the use of the 
standardized tests may thwart 
improvements in the curricu- 
lum, stifle the creativity of 
teachers and deprive students 
of opportunities to develop 
their talents,” Paris said. 

Paris and colleagues 
Theresa Lawton and Julianne 
Turner stated in the book 
Teacher Thinking that most 
standardized tests treat learn- 
ing as if it were an amalgama- 
tion of separate bits of 
information and do little to 
measure students’ thinking 
strategies, motivation and 
decision-making. 

“Often teachers are forced 
to choose between preparing 
students for the upcoming 
tests so they will be test wise, 
or focusing on the goals of the 
curriculum,” Paris said. 

One Arizona study of more 
than 2,400 teachers and admin- 
istrators found that nearly two- 


thirds of the elementary 
school teachers reviewed test 
materials before the test and 
half used commercial test 
preparation packages that 
teach test-taking skills. 

Because of the pressure for 
their students to perform well 
on the tests, many teachers 
gave students practice tests, 
according to Paris. “An 
alarming 10 percent reported 
teaching students the actual 
items from the current test,” 
he added. 

Parents most often don’t un- 
derstand the meaning of test 
results, according to Paris. 

“In a survey of Michigan 
parents, we found that most 
did not understand how the 
Michigan Educational Assess- 
ment Program (MEAP) test 
measured their child’s mastery 
of basic skills, and they didn’t 
understand the scoring” Paris 
said. 

Most parents interpreted a 
score of 85 percent to mean 
that their child was in the 85th 
percentile, he explained. 

“That is, they thought their 
child was in the top 15 percent 
of students in the state,” Paris 
said. “In fact, it only means 
that the child met at least 85 
percent of the objectives of the 
test. It is this gross misin- 
terpretation of test scores that 
perhaps is responsible for the 
parents' overwhelming sup- 
port for the MEAP and faith in 


its ability to measure educa- 
tional progress.” 

Despite the flaws in stan- 
dardized testing, Paris said, it 
continues to be required be- 
cause the public-school 
boards, parents and 
politicians- wants quantifiable 
measures of student achieve- 
ment so that educators can be 
held accountable. 

Paris also offered the fol- 
lowing suggestions for school 
district officials to use when 
they measure educational pro- 
gress while avoiding stan- 
dardized testing: 

• Devise their own tests of 
purchase commercial tests 
that are clearly aligned with 
the stated educational objec- 
tives in their curriculum. 

• Test a random scale of ap- 
proximately 30 percent of stu 
dents to find an average level 
of achievement for the district, 
rather than testing all the stu- 
dents at immense costs. 

• Avoid testing students in 
the same subject area every 
year. 

• Use a variety of measures 
of student achievement, par- 
ticularly individual portfolios 
that include samples of stu- 
dents’ work, projects, self- 
reports, teacher checklists and 
other indicators of learning. 

• Communicate and explain 
the test results to the students 
so they realize why they are 
taking the tests.

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Local student wins contest

An agreement signed by 
officials at Henry Ford Com 
munity College and the Will- 
iam D. Ford Vocational 
Technical Center last spring is 
already paying off for one stu- 
dent at the school. 

Kelly Obrycki, a graphic 
design student at the William 
D. Ford Vocational Technical 
Center, was chosen as the win- 
ner of the Henry Ford Commu- 
nity College Poster Design 
Contest. 

“Recently the college held a 
poster contest to encourage 
students to design an attrac- 
tive student-oriented poster,” 
said Greg Baracy, principal at 
the William D. Ford Voca- 
tional Technical Center. “This 
poster will be used for market- 


ing purposes throughout the 
20 district consortium.” 

A tech prep agreement 
allows students attending the 
William D. Ford Vocational 
Technical Center to take 
classes that are pre requisites 
for classes at Henry Ford Com- 
munity College, according to 
Baracy. Some students who 
participate in the program can 
immediately be placed in 
advanced classes when they 
attend the college. 

“There are 20 school dis- 
tricts in the consortium that 
have aligned technical pro- 
gram curriculum with the com 
munity college curriculum,” 
Baracy said. “To attract stu- 
dents to the program, they 
decided to have a contest and 
asked all of the students in the 
graphic design classes to 
design a poster.” 


More than 100 entries were 
received, according to Baracy. 
Of the 14 designs selected, 12 
were designed by students 
who attend the William D. 
Ford Vocational Technical 
Center. 

“We’re really proud of our 
students,” Baracy said. “We 
were extremely impressed to 
have so many high-caliber kids 
succeed. It’s a real thrill.’” 

Obrycki was awarded $250 
for having the best design. She 
was also awarded the first 
poster that came off of the 
printing press. Baracy framed 
the first poster and presented 
it to Obrycki at a school board 
meeting last Monday evening. 

“She’s got the first print off 
of the press,” Baracy said. “I 
thought that would be some- 
thing that would be somewhat 
significant to her.”

Local woman comes forward with story of abuse

In the United States, a wo- 
man is more likely to be as- 
saulted, injured, raped or 
killed by a male partner than 
any other type of assailant and 
it’s estimated some 3 to 4 mil- 
lion women are battered or 
beaten each year by husbands 
or boyfriends. Percentage 
wise, experts say, numbers are 
the same for Canton Township. 

“Income certainly is not a 
factor in abuse cases,” said 
Judy Ellis of First Step, a 14- 
year-old community support 
group for women from abused 
situations. “We’ve seen clergy, 
doctors, lawyers, as well as 
blue-collar men, hit or rape 
women. Essentially it’s all 
about power and control in a 
relationship.” 

For Kelly N. (not her real . 
name) the beginning of an abu- 
sive family life started as a 
child. 

“I can remember my par- 
ents separating early and it 
seems like I was in an awful lot 
of elementary schools,” the 37- 
year-old Canton resident said 
recently. “My parents fought 
all the time and my father was 
a drinker. As I got older, ! know 
now, I looked for a man similar 
to my father. I probably consid- 
ered our home life as typical.” 

Kelly’s parents eventually 
called a truce and settled with 
their three children in the 
area. Her father never got his 
drinking under control. 

Kelly met her ex-husband 
(Bill) in 1984 at a bar. She was 
29 and he was 19. Bill was 


home on leave from the Army. 
Returning to duty he called 
three days later. 

“I met him two weeks later 
at a motel in Ohio,” Kelly said. 
“We really got along well. I 
thought he was someone I 
could fall for.” 

From the outset of their re- 
lationship Bill drank. 

“What I found myself do- 
ing,” she said, “was trying to 
keep up with him (drinking). It 
seems like I always picked the 
drinkers and spent time trying 
to keep up, but I never could.” 

When Bill left the Army in 
late 1984 the couple traveled to 
California to met his folks. 
Kelly was startled to learn 
from Bill’s mother that Bill 
had a history of violent behav- 
ior, plus he drank and took 
drugs. His parents, she said, 
forced Bill to join the service 
hoping the stringent lifestyle 
would change their son. But 
the drinking only got worse. 

Love, apparently, was the 
cure Bill needed. 

“His mother called from 
California later and thanked 
me for changing Bill,” Kelly 
said. “He was talking about 
going to college and quitting 
drinking. But it turned out he 
was just putting on a big act.” 

Turning back to alcohol and 
a penchant for punching holes 
in the wall, Bill decided school 
wasn’t the answer and headed 
to Michigan. The first thing 
Bill gave his love-struck girl- 
friend was a warning. 

“He pointed his finger in my 
face and told me if I ever went 
out with another man we were 
through,” Kelly said. “I’ve

never forgotten the implied 
warning and the look on his 
face; like he owned me.” 

Living together just a few 
months, Kelly learned that Bill 
was fooling around with other 
women. And to make matters 
worse Kelly learned she was 
having Bill’s baby. Imme- 
diately Bill concluded Kelly 
was “trying to trap” him and 
advised her to have an abor- 
tion. Torn between the unborn 
child and her love for Bill she 
relinquished and went ahead 
with the abortion. 

“I should have ended the re- 
lationship right there,” Kelly 
admitted. “But I couldn’t find 
the words, I wasn’t strong 
enough to tell him to leave. I 
guess I loved him.” 

Kelly and Bill married in 
May 1986. The wedding 
couldn’t have gone worse. 

“I didn’t know it until he 
kissed me,” she said, “but Bill 
had been drinking all day. I ac- 
tually smelled liquor on his 
breath on the biggest day of my 


life. And I had pleaded with 
him the day before not to 
drink.” 

Drunk that night the new- 
lyweds argued. Angered, Bill 
threw his bride on the hotel 
bed and ran from the room. He 
took Kelly’s brand new car and 
ended up in a ditch down the 
road. The next day Bill’s 
mother called from California 
and advised Kelly to having 
the wedding annulled. 

“It wasn’t a picture book 
start,” Kelly admitted. 

Bill continued drinking af- 
ter the wedding and started 
his new habit of verbally abu- 
sing his wife. Three months 
later Kelly again found herself 
carrying Bill’s child. 

“He was real hard on me,” 
she said. “I was sick all the 
time and he was making fun of 
me. I couldn’t believe what 
was going on.” 

At one point, Kelly said, 
Bill’s verbal attack became so 
intense that she “crawled into 
a closet, shut the door and 
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cried.” 

Bill’s behavior took a dra- 
matic turn two years later 
when working on the roof of 
the couple’s Canton home he 
fell. Kelly said her husband 
had been drinking. An opera- 
tion to relieve pressure on his 
brain was required. Again he 
turned to alcohol to ease the 
pain. In August 1989 a second 
brain injury at a local factory 
drove Bill further into the bot- 
tle. He underwent major mood 
changes, often verbally abu- 
sing his wife and harshly span- 
king the couple’s small child. 
Canton police were often at 
the couple’s door. During one 
call, Bill attacked several Can- 
ton officers and was arrested 
for assault. 

In late 1989. Kelly said, her 
husband decided take the fam- 
ily to California. 

“I didn’t want to make the 
drive, but his father hadn’t 
seen the baby and I figured the 
trip might help,” she said. 
“That wasn’t a good trip.” 

Kelly said Bill announced 
the ride home from California 
would be a 1 raight non-stop 
drive. During the trip Bill 


wouldn’t allow his wife to 
sleep, but during her shift 
slept uninterrupted. Kelly said 
the pair began' arguing some- 
where in Colorado. That was 
the first time 200 pound Bill 
deliberately hurt 100 pound 
Kelly. 

“He got out of the car,” she 
said, “came over and twisted 
my ann behind my back. One 
more inch and it would have 
snapped. I’m holding my child 
in one arm and he’s breaking 
the other. Once again, I 
couldn’t believe it was hap- 
pening. It’s like watching your- 
self on television.” 

Kelly said Bill threw her out 
of the car at a bus depot with 
no cash. Later, after circling 
the depot for several hours, 
Bill forced Kelly back into the 
car. Not a word was spoken all 
the way back to Michigan. 

Bill eventually moved in 
with Kelly’s brother. That situ- 
ation turned sour brutally fast. 

“People were slashing his 
tires and he was caught drunk 
driving,” Kelly said. “My 
brother’s life was being put in

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Saturn shoots for the stars

Saturn sales continue to 
rise to the heavens and quality 
is the reason, said Saturn of 
Plymouth general sales man- 
ager John Scicluna. 

“We’ve had limited supplies 
of the (Saturn) wagon and 
sports coupe/’ Scicluna said, 
“because the factories aren’t 
releasing the vehicles until 
standards are met or 
exceeded. The company has 
decided there is no quality 
compromise and we love it. 
There has been more interest 
in Saturn now than any other 
time since it was introduced 
(mobbed) at last year’s interna- 
tional auto show.” 

The ever-popular sedans 
^continue as the cornerstone of 
the automaker’s success. Built 
on a 102 inch wheelbase, the 
four-door, five-passenger 
models come equipped with 
MacPherson strut front and 
independent tri- link rear sus- 
pension designs which result 
in nimble handling of a small 
car with the 
larger GM car. 

The SL and SL1 sedan 
models offer maximum fuel 
economy with a single- 
overhead-cam (SOHO, 1.9L, 


touring feel of a 


fuel injected engine. Its 85 
horsepower is developed at 
5,000 RPM, with a fairly 
impressive stoplight torque 
rated at 107 pount to a foot. 
The engine can be mated to 
one of two Saturn designed 
and manufactured 
transmissions-the five-speed 
manual or the four-speed 
automatic. 

Black and front fascias, 
standard 14-inch wheels and 
specific interior trim easily 
identify the SL and SL1 from 
other Saturns on the road. 

SL 2 sedans got a fresh 
body-colored fascias this 
model year. Up front the panel 
has a wide, grille opening with 
provisions for new optional fog 
lamps. The rear bumper got a 
sculptured flare along the 
lower edge, giving it a sharp 
look. 

Saturns hot new SW1 and 
SW2 wagons, Scicluna said, 
are simply logical extensions 
of the four-door model. Mod 
ifications to the spaceframe 
were required to accommo- 
date the design of the larger 
cargo area. 

One of the key features of 
Saturn has been the rust-and 
ding-free polymer body 
panels, that, of course, has 
been extended to the wagon on 


the roof and tailgate areas. 
The hood, like most polymer 
cars, is the only galvanized 
part stamped from steel. 

The top hinged tailgate also 
has a standard rear window 
washer/wiper arm system. 

With rear seats up, the cargo 
area is 28.8 cubic feet and with 
the split folding rear seats 
down cargo volume is 
increased to 56.3 cubic feet. 

Options on the 1993 wagon 
include a cargo shade and a 
roof rack. Fog lamps also are 
available on SW2. 

The single coupe, the hot 
seller of last year, is renamed 
SC2 for 1993. That change 
opened the way for the addi- 
tion of a new entry-level 
coupe, the SCI. Outside SCI is 
easily distinguished by unique 
fenders and the stand-up 
headlights. The rear deck lid 
features a full-width painted 
panel and wraparound tail 
lamps are part of the rear 
quarter panel assembly. 

Scicluna added that Saturn 
of Plymouth partners, Karen 
Tibus and Don Massey, have 
two additional satellite dealer- 
ships in Farmington Hills and 
Okemos. 

“Sales are just fantastic,” he 
said.
